ART. 


A Rare Gift Which Beqnlrra Inspinktloa u 


Well am Knowledge. 


Between talking and conversation, in 


its finest possibilities, there is as wide a 
difference as between walking and 
dancing. Conversation is one of tbe 
fine arts, and we venture to assert that 
it is a rarer one than music. There can 
be found a dozen people who can ren- 
der a sonata acceptably, who can pro- 
duce an average drawing or painting 
or write a readable novel, to one who 
has the gift, the grace, the supreme 
charm ot conversation. It is the art ol 
arts. It necessarily includes all others, 
not in matters of technical knowledge, 
but in their essential elements 
Only 


true culture—that culture which is aii 
achievement, not an external acquire- 
ment—can produce conversation Talk 
la cheap and largely mechanical, and 
is of no importance save as o»e Of the 
conveniences of existence ; but conver- 
sation IB a gift of the gods. A woman 
is by no means necessarily cultivated 
because she happens to have studied 
this, or known that, or because she has 
traveled, or lived in a certain grade of 
society. True these things conduce to 
culture, but they do not necessarily 
confer it. To know this or that fact 
in history or in art, to have read a 
novel, or listened to an opera is ol 
little consequence unless there has been 
a response m mental vigor, unless these 
isolated data give their fine aroma, 
their essence, that enters into anil U 
assimilated 
in character 
and re- 


produced by intellectual 
activity. 


The 
average 
woman 
may 
be 


taught to be a pianist, as she may 
be taught embroidery; she may be 
trained to a certain technical degree of 
excellence in pictorial art; she ma^ be 
cultivated in all conventional forms of 
etiquette; but she can no more be 
taught, by external means, to be a good 
conversationalist than she can be 
taught to write a novel or a dramatic 
poem. It is the tragedy of life that the 
generality of people have nothing on 
earth to say that is worth the saying or 
hearing. They have read the latest 
novel; they have met the reigning 
social lion. But what have they to 
show for it? They will inform you 
that they like—or dislike, as may be—- 
the novel, the opera, or the individual. 
And what does that signify? Their 
personal preferences or prejudices are 
of no possible consequence. But the 
woman who can dramatize her impres- 
sions—who has certain definite reasons 
for the faith that is in her, who can tell 
you what the author means in the 
novel, or to what degree the artist 
reali/es lyric art, or who can define for 
you something in the personality of the 
reigning social lion of the moment- 
how rare and how precious does such a 
one make the hour. She brings to life 
new insights, new magnetisms, new 
forces. 
Conversation 
is, too, very 


largely a spiritual relation. 
"With 


one man,11 says Emerson, "I walk 
among the stars, while another pins 
me to the wall." Conversation is 
stimulated, drawn out, or repressed 
and extinguished to a great degree by 
'these mutual magnetisms of tempera- 
ment.—Boston Traveler.

ShswlB, handsome end cheap, 


not leoeived, at Linn & Scruggs, d&w 


His First Marriage and the First Settle- 


ment of Mormons In Ohio. 


Learning that there were in the of- 


flee of the probate judge of Geauga 
County some interesting facts to be ob- 
tained in regard to the early life of 
Brigham Young, the great Mormon, 
your correspondent paid that office a 
visit, and by the courtesy of Judge 
Smith was enabled to obtain the fol- 
lowing facts, never before published. 
It will be remembered that the little 
town of Kirtland, at that time a part 
of Geauga County, was the "first gath- 
ering place" of the Mormons. Brig- 
ham Yonng was one of the earliest of 
them to come to Kirtland, and soon 
after coming to the place he met and 
soon married Miss Mary Ann Angel. 
This was his first and legal marriage. 
In the old records of tbe probate cdurt 
may be still seen tbe original applica- 
tion oi Brigham for the necessary li- 
cense for this marriage and the certih- 
cate of the marriage by Sidney Rig- 
doii, another prominent Mormon. The 
copies ol the application for license 
and the certificate of marriage are as 
follows 


"The State of Ohio, Geauga County, is. 
"Personally appeared Brigham ]fouDf and 
made application for a marriage license for 
himself and Mary Ann Angel, of the town- 
enip of Kirtland, m said county, and made 
solemn oath that he, the aald Brigbam 
Young, Is of the age of twenty-one years, 
and tbe said Mary Ann Angel is of the age of 
eighteen years; that they are both single, 
and not nearei of kin tban first cousins, that 
be knows of no legal Impediment against 
their being joined in marriage, 
"BlUCKHAJJ YOUNO. 


"Sworn and subscribed this 10th day of 


February, 1834, before me, 
"fUtPB CowlJiS, Dep. Clerk." 
"Be it remembered, that on tbe thirty-first 
day of March, in the year of our Lord, one 
thousand eight hundred 
and thirty-four, 
Brigham Young and Mary Aim Angel, of the 
county of Geauga, were legally joined in 
marriage br competent authority, in con- 
formity to the provisions of the statutes of 
the State ot Ohio, in such cases made aud 
provided, anil a certificate of the aaitl mar- 
riage, signed oy Sidney itlgdon, a inlnilter 
who solemnized the same, has been filed in 
the office of the clerk of the court of com- 
mon pleas for the said county of Geauga, 
this thud day of April, Anno Domini one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-four. 
"Attest: 
D D ATKEN, Clerk." 


The signature of Brigham Young to 


the application above is a fac-simile of 
the original signature on the record. 
It "will be noticed as an evidence of 
Brigham's illiteracy that he spells his 
name Brickham Young, and spells the 
last name with a small or lower-case 
"y." How such a man could obtain 
such a control over the people as he did 
can only be explained upon the hypo- 
thesis that they were either very igno- 
rant or very vicious, and his great per- 
bonal magnetism and insight into hu- 
man nature and faculty of adapting 
himself 
to 
the 
different 
natures, 


showed them he was a born leader. 


There still live in Kirtland and in 


Munson, in this county, Tiephews oi 
Mary Ann Angel, and they confirm all 
the foregoing statements. There is 
still living m Kirtland a small band of 
Mormons who can not swallow the 
polygamous portion of the religion. 
They still hold meetings occasionally 
n the old Mormon temple m that place, 
and crowds of curious people come 
Erom the neighborings towns to sea 
their proceedings.—Chardon (O.J Cor. 
Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette.

An important adjourned session of the 


Springfield Presbytery was held it the 
Presbyterian church, this city, yesterday 
afternoon. The session was held to take 
Unal action on the resignation of Bev. 
W H Prestley, who has been pastor of 
the Decatnr church nearly ten years. He 
formally asked that his pastoral relations 
bedissalved end the papers were laid 
before the body. The moderator was 
Rev. A. B, Mowry, of Jacksonville Other 
members ot the Presbytery present were 
Revs S. N. Morton, of Jacksonville, Dr. 
Johnson and Dr. Reed, of Springfield, J. 
D. Strain, of Virginia; Asa Laird, of 
Mnrrayville, T. M. Watson, of Maroa; 
Elder Wells, of Macon, J. C. Conklm and 
Dr. Patterson, of Springfield, also Prof. 
Billiard, of the Jacksonville Female 
Academy. 


The question was on the acceptance of 


tho resignation of Rev. Prestley, and the 
Presbytery sat to hear all the charges, 
complaints, aud facts, it any, aud to take 
final action thereon, after hearing both 
sides. The resignation, it will be re 
called, was laid before the congregation 
by the Session some months ago, when by 
a vote ot 142 to 67 the congregation 
asked thatrthe same be withdrawn. This 
request Rev. Prestley did not accede to, 
and therefore it became necessary Cor the 
Presbytery to say by its action whether 
or not it would be just for the pastor and 
for the good of the church to dissolve the 
pastoral relations. J, H. Lewis repre- 
sented a large majority of the congrega- 
tion, who favor the retention of the pas- 
tor, and B P Lytle was the commission- 
er for the minonty. Both sides were 
heard full}, and the action of the congre- 
gation at its general meeting was recited. 
It wis shown that Rev. Prestley had le 
signed when a member ot his Season had 
oome to him and stated that he possessed 
what be considered reliable information 
that 180 members of the church deaireil 
a ohaEge, but the minority failed to give 
the Presbytery any reason why there 
should be a change 
1C there is any good 


reason whatever the Presbytery who give 
tbe matter a patient and thorough exam- 
ination, Jailed to hear it. The beat of 
feeling WBB manifested by the gentlemen 
rrpreBBntiug the majority and the minor- 
it), and both sides expressed tbeir ooufi- 
d^nee, esteem and brotherly feeling for 
the pastor, the minority thus farther 
mystifying the Presbytery by their ex 
paoBBions of confidence in their pastor, 
and many members of the Presbytery 
took oocnsion to remark that there was 
positively no other action for the Presby- 
tery to iuke but to refuse to accept the 
resignation. 
Remarks were made by 


Rev. 
Johnson, Dr. Reed, Rev. Mowry, 


Rev Morton anil others 


The final action ot the Presbytery is 


embodied in the following resolution, of- 
fered by Dr. Reed. It was adopted by a 
unanimous vote 


"The Presbytery having heard the Rev. 


W H Prestley and the persons repre- 
senting the majority and minority in re- 
gard to his resignation as the pastor of 
the Deoatnr church upon a vote of the 
congregation 142 to 67 in favor of it, and 
having fully considered and discussed 
the whole subject, does not regard the 
obstacles in tbe way of reconciliation as 
insuperable, and is not prepared to dis- 
solve the relations at this time, but 
would most earnestly and kindly recom- 
mend all these parties to reconsider and 
settle these difficulties and lose eight of 
them in d united and earnest ettort to 
profecutethe church work more efficient- 
ly m the future." 


Rev. Prestley's action in resigning was 


strongly commended by tbe Moderator, 
who stated that under the circumstances 
there was no other course for him to pur- 
sue The Moderator sam he would have 
done the same thing mighty quick, m 
order that the full extent of the dissatis- 
faction might be learned as speedily as 
possible, and that the proper offiaial body 
of the church might give its final deci- 
sion 


The aotinu of Rev Preatley is fully 


sustained by the Presbytery, whose mem- 
bers had no word of comfort for the mi- 
nority, except to express tbe earnest hope 
that all might speedily forget their dif- 
ferences, the ground for which the min- 
isters failed to se«, anil that all might 
unite m earnest chnetian work and the 
advancement of the interests ot the 
church. 


Rev P-estley will remain as pastor of 


the church, and continue to perform his 
duties faithfully and well as be has done 
m the past.

in 1888 the house was tenanted by one Bob 


Oliver, a native of the vicinity 
He was a 


man of about 55 or 80 years of age, and to- 
gether with bis son, a young man of about 
30, and with the help of a negro carried on 
the farm 
They proved to be very pleasant 


people and in the two days I stayed wltb 
tbem I received from them nothing but kind 
ness, and in the evening, sitting on the porch, 
I listened to his stories of war times with 
much pleasure 
For some reason or other 


Bob had not been hi the army, but ran a 
small farm five or eix miles from Chancel 
lorsville and judging from the accounts of 
Bob and his good wife, they had rather a 
lively time of It. If he is to be believed the 
Confederates were even worse thieves than 
the Yankees—anything In the shape of 
green coi n or the content* of the smokehouse 
was considered fair game, and a horse 
was not safo even hi the cellar of a dwelling 
house 
During the last year of the war this 


section of the country WM more or less ax- 
posed to the raldmg of both parties. The in- 
habitants were obliged to give Up even the 
pretense of raising a crop and to depend 
upon Inck for the means of keeping body and 
soul together 


All this reminds me that no matter how 


carefully a man may bave been reared—no 
matter how much trouble may have been 
taken to instill into hit mind a proper re- 
gard for the property right* of othtirs—orice 
let him get a uniform Coat on bis back, afad 
he seems to lose all conception of mcunt and 
teum, and to have no more scruples about cdn- 
fiscating a chicken an armful of corn, a hog, 
or even a horse, than a oat would have over 
dining off a pet canary bird.

them to-morrow " And trvnumough, be did 
take me to a place where, in a spot not larger 
than an ordinary suburban house lot, lay the 
skeleton* of five men three of whom were 
our*. He told me it was a common thing 
for northern visitors to carry away human

While m the woods I started several deer 


and twenty five or thirty wild turkeys, and 
I never «aw quail more abundant than tbey 
were m and about the openings. 


In the evening, seated upon the piazza I 


listened to the old man's stories. It seemed 
that when Hooker's advance reached the 
house It wa* occupied by Mrs. Chancellor and

When Hookei arrived in per
